Be it enacted by the Legislatureof the Slate of Minnesota :

SgorioN 1. That Joseph R. Brown, Mark W.
Downie and Theodore Recher are hereby appointed
commissioners to locate and mark out & State road
from Henderson, in the county of Sibley, on the most
direct and feasible route tothe State line, near the head
of lake Traverse, the expense of laying out the same to
be paid by the counties through which said road may
